Charles Victor Sherman, convicted 
of mu rder in the second degree,

killing of hi« wife, Mayme Connery 
Sherman, was sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for life in the Ohio penitentiary 
at Colu mbu s by Ju dge Belden Mon­ 
day. 
The case came u p shortly after 9 
o’clock on the motion filed by the de­ 
fense for a new trial. 
Sherman was 
brou ght in by the Sheriff. 
He was 
cool and collected and knew what was 
coming. 
The motion for a new trial was su b­ 
m itted withou t argu ment and in pass­ 
ing u pon and overru ling it the cou rt 
said that no grou nds for error were 
manifest and that the motion cou ld 
not be su stained. 
Upon the rendition of the decision 
Ju dge Belden said to the defendant: 
“ Stand u p and come forward, Mr. 
Sherm an,” and as Sherman obeyed the 
cou rt fu rther said : 
,*■ “ You have been convicted of the 
crime of mu rder in'the second degree. 
Have you anything to say why sen­ 
tence shou ld not be 
passed 
u pon 
you ?” 
“ I have nothing to say, ju dge,” 
answered Sherman, “ except to thank 
you for the fair treatment yon gave 
me du ring the trial.” 
“ This cou rt has always endeavored 
to give everybody coming before it 
fair treatm ent,” said the 
Ju dgee. 
“ Bu t you have been convicted of a 
great crime. 
Yon were indicted for 
mu rder in the first degree and you 
have been convicted of mu rder in 
the second degree. 
Yon slew you r 
wife, whom you had sworn to cherish 
and protect, in a bru tal manner and 
w ithou t ju st cau se. 
The sentence of 
tiie cou rt is that you be imprisoned in 
the Ohio penitentiary at Colu mbu s 
du ring the period of you r natu ral life 
and at hard labor, no part of you r im ­ 
prisonment to inclu de solitary confine­ 
ment. 
Take charge of the prisoner, 
Mr. Sheriff.” 
Sherman was not in the cou rt room 
to exceed five minu tes. 
He took his 
sentence withou t 
flinching. 
8)>eak 
ing 
of it 
later 
he said 
briefly, 
“ I’m satisfied.”

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A Terrible Mine Disaster is Re­ 


ported Near Birmingham 


Alabama. 


Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 21.—A terri­ 
ble disaster occu rred in the Virginia 
mines, which are located abou t eigh­ 
teen miles from Birmingham. 
One 
hu ndred and five men are entombed 
In the mine, and It is believed that all 
are dead. 
Relief trains are carrying 
physicians and laborers to the scene 
of the disaster from Birmingham and 
Bessemer. 
The mines belong to the 
Alabama Steel and Wire company. 
Both white and colored miners are 
employed and only recently u nion 
miners went to work. The mines are 
considered models of their kind. 
The class of miners employed was 
the best in the district, and all be­ 
longed to tho United Mine Workers of 
America. 
Since the strike has been 
on in the Birmingham district, many 
of the most indu striou s and thrifty 
miners of Pratt City and other import­ 
ant mining points have removed to 
the Virginia mines, so that the mines 
were being worked to their fu ll capa­ 
city by the most skilled miners in the 
commu nity.

best known and highly respected phy­ 
sicians in the cou nty, passed away at 
2 o’colck this morning at his home in 
this city. 
The end was peacefu l and 
only the sorrowing family were pres 
ent when the spirit passed from this 
life to that beyond. 
Dr. Green had been failing since 3 
o’clock 
Monday afternoon and the 
family had 
been 
prepared for the 
worst. 
Stricken down so su ddenly, 
it does not seem possible that one who 
has been so faithfu l in caring for the 
needs of others, and who, u p to the 
time of his death had been a central 
figu re among the people of ou r city 
and cou nty, has been taken ¡from ns. 
Dr. Green, it may be said, gave u p his 
life for others, becau se in caring for 
his many patients, he was u p both 
night and dav, sacrificing his own rest 
in order that somejone who was in 
need of medical attention might be 
saved. 
D i. Lot Green was almost 58 years 
of age. 
He was born in Arlington, 
Ju ly 29th, 1847. 
He was a son of Dr. 
J. W. and Mary J. (Gowdy) Green, 
anil natives of Ru sh cou nty ami since 
residents 
of 
Shelbyville. 
He was 
reared at Arlington, where his father 
was engaged in the practice of medi­ 
cine. 
He received a good common 
school 
edu cation, stu died medicine 
with his father, and later entered the 
medical 
department of Bu tler Col­ 
lege from which he gradu ated in 1880. 
He first practiced medicine at A rling­ 
ton. and later came to thie city, where 
lie and bis son have establislied a 
heavy practice. 
In 1872 he was married to Cordelia 
Barnard, dau ghter of Barsilla and 
Rachael Barnard, of Posey township, 
this cou nty. 
Five sons were born to 
them, Lu cien, of Indianapolis; Hallie 
W., Dr. Frank H .. Charles and Derby, 
alUof this city and all of whom with 
the widow su rvive. 
Di. Green was a member of the I. 
O. O. F. ami K. of P. lodges, and was 


a stau nch Repu blican. 
He began life 
a poor man, bu t throu gh indu stry and 
perserverance rose to a position, emi- 
nentlv su ccessfu l. 
He was an honor 
able man in every respect and held 
the respect and 
confidence of 
the 
people.

company of 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., of which Mr. Charles L. Henry 
is president’and general manager. 
Starting 
from 
Indianapolis, 
the 
road will pass throu gh the towu s of 
Irvington, ¡Ju lietta, New Palestine, 
Reedville, Fou u taintown. Morristown, 
Gwynneville, 
Arlington, Ru shville, 
Olenwood, Connersville, Du nlapsvilie, 
Oxford, 
Hamilton and Cincinnati. 
It has already been constru cted as far 
%s Ru shville, Ind., and, in the cou rse 
of the present year, will be extended 
to Connersville. 
It is the intention 
of the company to pu sh throu gh to 
Cincinnati at the 
earliest 
possible 
date 
At the present time abou t 40 
miles of road an* in operation, and

TO SAVE THE QUAIL 


Commissioner Sweeney Permits 


Farmers to Net Qu ail and 


Feed Them in Winter 


Z. T. Sweeney, late fish and game 
commissioner, has a plan for the pre 
serration of the qu ail in Indiana, by 
which he hopes to prevent the deci­ 
mation ofjthe birds in tiie State. . Mr 
Sweeney’s plan is to give permission 
to a nu mber of influ ential farmers to 
u et qu ail in the fail and feed them 
lu ring the winter. 
Iu the spring these 
birds will be tu rned loose to shift for 
themselves. 
Mr. Sweeney does not intend to a l­ 
low indiscriminate netting of qu ail, 
bu t his idea is to give permission to 
responsible persons. 
The farmers who 
take 
ail vantage of this permission 
will have to do the netting u nder the 
su per* i-tiou of some personfin au thority, 
and will have to fu rnish the game 
commissioner with*a signed statement 
showing how many birds were taken. 
In the spring, or as soon as the 
weather 
moderates, the farmer will 
be requ ired to give an accou nt of the 
nu mber of birds taken in the fall, 
showing whether any have died, and 
will then be requ ired to tu rn them 
loose. 
The farmer’s 
responsibility 
for the~n« tteil birds then ends. 
It is 
the opinion of Mr. Sweeney that this 
plan will save enou gh birds for the 
opening of the season. 
He will pu t 
the plan'in effect next fall.

A Qu estion That Has Bothered 


the Traction Men of 


all Lines. 


The matter of heating electric cars 
in winter, is a qu estion that bothers 
the car companies not a little. 
Elec­ 
tric heaters are very expensive, a l­ 
thou gh the best means of fu rnishing 
heat with the least exertion. 
How­ 
ever, the expense is so great that many 
if the electric lines will take ou t 
their electric heaters and install other 
means of making their cars warm and 
comfortable. 
The Dayton and Northern will take 
all their electric heaters ou t next su m­ 
mer, and when winter arrives will be 
equ ipped with a system of hot water 
>r steam heat in each car. 
This sys­ 
tem is u sed on most of the cars on the 
line ru nning front Dayton to Cincin­ 
nati and is qu ite su ccessfu l. 
It con­ 
sists of a series of iron pipes encirc­ 
ling the car on ttie inside, and hot 
water or steam is driven throu gh by 
means of heatjfu rnished by a stove in 
one corner of theysar. 
The 
stove is 
not designed to heat the car, bnt is 
only for the pu rpose of keeping the 
water hot. 
This system is being u ?ed on the 
new cars of the L’dc C., bnt it is not 
giving the best of satisfaction. 
The 
temperatu re ofcliie cars lias been rath­ 
er chilly ever since they were started. 
The system, in itself is alright if the 
cars cou ld be kept closed continu ally, 
bnt the doors are opened so often that 
the temperatu re is lowered each time 
by the inru sh of air.

Oov. Hanly Will Have No “ Freak” 
Legislation In Hit. 
Indianap olis, Ind., Feb. 21.—In veto­ 
ing Senator Barcus’ “sp ite-fence” bill 
Governor Haniy took occasion to p ro­ 
test against enactm ent of legislation 
With emergency clauses attach ed m ak­ 
ing th em take effect immediately on 
p assage. 
He p ointed out. th at 
th e 
emergency clause is seldom necessary 
and is ap p lied too frequently with out 
cause. 
As to th e merits of th e bill 
It was p etty in ch aracter and unneces­ 
sary as th ere Is already a law to p ro­ 
tect p eop le against maintainance of 
a p ublic nuisance. 
Th e bill was one 
of th e “freaks” of th e session being 
th e result of a quarrel between two 
veil-to-do p rop erty owners at Terre 
Haute, one of wh om built a “sp ite 
fence” obstructing th e view of h is 
neigh bor. 
Th e bill p rovided th at such 
fences sh ould not be over six feet 
h igh . 
Governor Hanly also vetoed 
Senator Lyons’ bill p roviding for p re­ 
ferm ent 
of 
Sp anish -American 
war 
veterans over oth er ap p licants for 
minor p ositions in state institutions. 


Since th e sudden termination of th e 
negotiations between th e city of In­ 
dianap olis and th e railroads looking 
to elevation of tracks h ere, th ere are 
rum ors th at th e railroad and p rivate 
bankers’ lobbies h ave joined h ands 
with th e object of defeating all legisla­ 
tion antagonistic to th eir interests. 
Th is h as not been confirmed, but is 
believed by many to h e th e actual con­ 
dition of affairs. 
It is admitted, more­ 
over, th at If th e railroad and p rivate 
bankers work togeth er against any 
p rop osition, th e ch ances are th ey will 
win out. 
Owing to th e new develop ­ 
ments th e odds are strongly against 
th e enactm ent of any p rovision for su­ 
p ervision of p rivate banks or eleva­ 
tion of tracks. 
Th e p rivate bankers 
h ave been stronger th an th e railroad 
attorneys, but. th ese sh rewd agents 
h ave finally worked th emselves into 
th e good graces of a majority of th e 
members and are now in p osition to 
make a stubborn figh t. 
If it is true 
th at th e railroads will h ave th e co­ 
op eration of th e p rivate bankers, th en 
it is a* least ten to one th at th e track 
elevation is a dead letter. 


Th e fact th at th ere was no op p osi­ 
tion wh en th e senate advanced th e 
track elevation bill to engrossment is 
taken to mean th at th ey intend to 
make th eir figh t in th e h ouse, wh ere 
th ey h ave a h undred members to deal 
with . 
Rep resentative Clifford, ch air­ 
man of th e railroad committee, said 
th e bill is not a question of agreement 
between th e city and th e roads and 
th at h e and h is associates ch anged it 
as th ey th ough t it sh ould h e. 
He 
said th ere are not many p urch aseable 
votes in th e h ouse, and in h is op inion 
th e bill will get th rough . 
Th e situa­

fit. Petersburg, Feb. 21.—With the 
decision of the student body of the 
great 
university of St 
Petersburg, 
yesterday to suspend studies for the 
remainder of the university year, al­ 
most the whole educ&tional system of 
Russia has entered upon a period of 
stagnation, the protest of the youth 
of Russia against the bureaucractic 
system and other governmental griev­ 
ances. 
Other universities of Russia, 
gymnasia and even grammar schools 
were already on strike, and the mili­ 
tary in various portions of the empire 
have been obliged to resort to force 
to restrain school boys of tender years 
who are joining the general move­ 
m ent 
The meeting of St. Petersburg stu­ 
dents, at which over 3,000 participated, 
besides voting with practical unanimi­ 
ty to suspend studies until Sept. 1. 
adopted a set of political resolutions 
demanding the formation of a con­ 
stituent assembly and characterizing 
the proposed summoning of the Zem­ 
sky Zobor as inadequate for the emer­ 
gency. 
The resolutions after speak­ 
ing of 
‘The progressive demoraliza­ 
tion of Russia under the influence of 
the absolute regime.” declared for 
freedom of speech, the press, con­ 
science, the right of association and 
assembly, and to strike, which are 
described as necessary conditions for 
the further progress of Russia. 
The meeting also unanimously de­ 
cided to express disapproval of the 
action of the government in dealing 
with the workmen who attempted to 
present their petition to the Emperor 
on J an. 22. and its sympathy with 
the victim? of the soldiery. 
A large 
faction voted in favor of stopping the 
war. 
Strong 
revolutionary 
feeling 
was manifested at the meeting, the 
red flag was waved and the “ Mar­ 
seillaise” 
and 
other 
revolutionary 
songs were chanted. 
A large portrait 
of the Emperor in the great auditor­ 
ium of the university where the meet­ 
ing was heM. was torn in strips. 
The 
police nid not interfere. 
Strong forces of police and Cos­ 
sacks had been posted outside the 
buildings to prevent an excited street 
demonstration but none occured. 
Many professors and instructors In 
the university were present at the 
meeting, most of whom were in full 
sympathy with the objects of the as­ 
sembly. 
Two tutors and a small num 
her of students who wished to obtain 
their diplomas this year made an in­ 
effectual attempt to stem the general 
tide.
